That She Needed Rest. 


WAS FOUND DEAD ON BED 


Had Slept All Night, Arose and Bathed 
in the Morning. 


THEN SHE FOLDE) HER CLOTHES NEATLY 


Put on Her Robe, Swallowed Morphine, 
Foided Her Hands and Died—The 
Note She Left. 


Chicago. August 31.—A handsome young 
woman, whose name~fs unknown. killcd 
herself this morning in the Victoria hotel, 
where she was a guest. The was 
evidently carried out with the utmost de- 
liberation, as the young woman had ev'- 
dently slept in.the bed during the night, 
taken a bath in the morning, miade up 
the bed, and then, swallowing morphine, 
lay down to die. 

At 2:30 o’clock Monday afternoon she 
entered the hotel and informe] the clerk 
that she was on a long journey and wished 
to remain in Chicago for a day for the 
purpose of resting. She pa'd for her room 
in advance, as she had no baggage, and 
registered as Miss Blanche Wilson, New 
York city. She requested that if she failed 
to rise early in the morning she be al- 
lowed to sleep, as she was very tired. 
She was shown to her room and that was 
the last seen of her alive. After repeated 
knocking had failed to arouse her, the 
door was forced and she was found dead 
on the bed. She was clad only in a robe. 
A v.al which had contained morphine was 
on the bed and on a chair was her cloth- 
ing folded» neatly. The dress and linen 
were of expensive materials. Sealed in an 
envelope which bore no ‘address a note 
was found on the table. It read: 

“To Whoever You May Be—Please do 
not try to find out who I am, I ask and 
beg of you, whoever you may be, and re- 
member it is my last favor I ask on 
earth as a dying woman. And for my 
mother’s sake, do not try. I don’t care 
what you do with my body. nemember, 
p.ease, don’t try for my mother’s sake.” 

‘Tnere Was no signature to the note. It 
was penned in a small femin.ne hand and 
the formation of the letters cndicated that 
the hand-which held the pen was trem- 
bling.

Eugene V. Debs Tosses Some Cayenne 
Into the Convention, 


INDORSES COMING CHICKGO MEETING 


Labor Congress Is To Be Held in the 
Windy City on September 20th. 
Committee. Is Appointed 
To Take Charge 
of It. 


St. Louis, August 31.—The committee on 
resolutions of the convention of labor lead- 
ers completed its task this morning and 
at 10 o’clock the following platform was 
presemted to the convention: 

As soon as the platform was before the 
convention a dozen delegates were on their 
feet clamoring for recognition. 

Amendment was laid on the table to be 
taken up later. 

Mr. Claiborme, of Springfield, Mo., moved 
to strike out the second resolution of the 
piatform, calling for the mass convention 
in Chicago. 

H. M. Williams, of St. Louis, presented a 
substitute for Mr. Claiborne’s motion to 
strike out the plank calling for the Chica- 
go convention covering a labor congress 
in St. Louis September WZth. Without 
action the convention adjourned umtil 2 
o'clock, 

At the afternoon session the third plank 
in the platform wags amended by the use 
of the word ‘“‘proper’’*before ‘“‘use of the 
ballot.’””’ A number of other amendments 
were debated, when Evgene V. Debs was 
called upon. His appearamce was the sig- 
nal for loud applause. Mr. Debs said: 


“I believe the gravity of the industrial 
Situation in this ccuntry is well understood. 
It is quite evident that delegates to this 
convention are cognizant of the fact that 
civil liberty is dead in America. I have 

said, and say again, for the last time I 
have appealed to the courts for justice, 
and shall appeal to them no more. 
A. R..U. expended $45,000 to have the ques- 
tion of civil rights tested in the supreme 
courts of the United States, only to be told 


‘that we have no rights that capital was 


bound to respect. Shall we appeal to the 
supreme courts again? No, .we appeal to 
this convention, and to the country for an 
uprising of all the common people in every 
walk of life to beat back the courts and re- 
enthrone the rights of the American people. 
Lebor Day is near. What shall we do? I 
predict, my friends, that we will see the 
extraordinary spectacle of enslaved labor 
rattling its chains and dancing to the 
music. 

‘From the justice of the peace to justice 
of the supreme court of the United States 
all the judicial powers of the United States 
are directed against labor. All the organ- 
ized sources of society are against labor, 
and if labor expects to émancipate itself, 
labor itself must do it.” 

The Time Has Not Yo. Come. 

Mr. Debs then told the convention that 
much destitution existed among the miners 
of the once proud state of Indiana, and 
stated that one thousand underground 
workers and their families were starving. 
He read the reports of the commission ap- 
pointed by Governor Mount to examine into 
the condition of the miners in Indiana, and 
then took up the thread of his argument. 

“The time has not quite come to incite 
the porulace,”’ said Mr. Debs. shaking his 
fisi. “I serve notice on the plutocrats of this 
ccuntry that we are on the eve of a ineet- 
ing in Chicago, which will be attended by 
all branches of labor. That convention will 
take up these same questjons and will in- 
stitute agitation and mee 5 it going uniil 
the public conscience and public heart are 
aroused. Then will come such an uprising 
as the world has never seen. I did not come 
to this convention to exploit social democ- 
racy, or any other movement. There is 
something greater in this movement than 
any one elerrent can manage—the emainci- 
pation of labor. There is no division here. 
Each man is entitled to his own opinion 
and his right to express it, each man to his 
duty as becomes that man. I am side by 
side with you. I am a trades unionist and 
2 socialist. (Tremendous cheering). 

‘Whenever the trades unions of this coun- 
try decide to do battle with our cummon 
enemy they can count upon us to come to 
the front and take our place, side by side 
with them and fight with them 

“Never in my life have I been more hope- 
ful than now. I am not gifted with great 
visionary powers, but I can see the begin- 
ning of the end. This meeting ‘s an inspira- 
tion. It will lead to great results. This 
movement has attaired tremendous impe- 
tus and will go ahead with a rush. When 
the people are ready, and that day is not 
far off. my friends, there will be a sponta- 
neous uprising, the supreme court will be 
abolished, dispersed and the sa- 
cred rights of American citizens and Amer- 
icen freedman-will be enthroned. I plead 
guilty to the charge of being radical. I 
only wish you would allow me to be more 
radical still. Support us, gentlemen of the 
convention, and I promise you we will sup- 
port the attempt to abolish government by 
injunction and the judges who issue them. 

“T hope in the march of common intel- 
ligence, we will reach a point where we will 
be able to settle these questions without 
appealing to the sword or bullet. 

“I cannot tell, certain there are thous- 
ands of our fellow citizens suffering and 
certain is this, it cannot last. The time 
will come to incite the populace. When 
this time comes, you can depend on me, I 
will mot stand in the rear and ask you to 
go ahead. I will be in front and say to 
you, ‘Come on.’ (Renéwed cheers.) 

“I shrink from that bloodshed,” and Mr. 
Debs paused impressively, “but if this is 
necessary to preserve liberty and our

New York, August 31.—Mrs. John Drew, 
the actress, died this afternoon at Larch- 
mont. With the passing of Mrs. Drew there 
has parted one of the few links that unite 
the present generation with the grandest 
galaxy that has ever’ illuminated the 
American dramatic firmament. 

She was contemporaneous and appeared 
upon the stage in leading parts with the 
elder Booth and Forest; with Macready 
and Edwin Booth; with Florence, Clark 
and Owen, of these who have passed 
away, and with Jefferson and Couldock, 
who still survive. The wife of one of the 
foremost actor-managers of this country, 
she bore three children, who won distinc- 
tion in the dramatic profession—John 
Drew, the late Georgia Drew Barrymore 
and Sydney Drew. 

Mrs. Drew was born jin London on Jan- 
uary 10, 1820, and six years later made her 
stage debut as Agib in “Timour the Tar- 
tar.”” At the age of seven she was_ brought 
to America by her mother, an actress, and 
in the old Walnut: street theater in Phila- 
delphia, played the duke of York to Junius 
Brutus Booth’s Richard III. 

In 1888S she became the wife Henry 
Hunt, a popular vocalist of his day. She 
separated from him in 1847, marrying an 
Ir‘sh comedian named “Moss, of Pemnnsyl- 
vania, who died a year or two later. She 
married John Drew in 1850. In recent 
years Mrs. Drew’s most notable work was 
in the character of Mrs. Malaprop in the 
company which includeq@d Messrs. Jefferson, 
Florence and Couldock. Her last engage- 
ment was in the company playing ‘‘The 
Sporting Dutchess.’’ Her home for some 
time past has been with her son, John 
Drew, at Larchmont.

CONVERSED WITH ACCUSED 


Said He Had Utter Contempt for His 
Wife and Made Threats. 


WATCHMAN OF SAUSAGE MILL ON STAND 


Told of the Removal to the Vats of 
Two Mysterious Barrels Taken 
from an Upper Story. 


Chicago, August 31.—Three witnesses 
were placed on the stand by the prosecu- 


| tion in the Lwuetgert trial today. Probably 


the most important witness of the three 
was Frank Bialk, night watchman the 
Luetgert sausage factery. Bialk,; who is 
a German, sixty-four years old, was 4 
trusted employee of the deferdant, for 
whcm he worked several years. His testi- 
mory, which he gave in Gernan, bore 
directly on the movement of the defendant 
during the night of May 1st. He also re- 
lated how two barrels, which it is alleged 
contained caustic potash, were stored on 
one of the upper floors of the factory, and 
were shortly before May Ist* taken to the 
basement, where the barrels were emptied 
into the vat and dissolved by steam. 

The other witnesses were Charles P. Me- 
lander, a photographer, who identified sev- 
eral views of the Luetgert factory, and 
Mrs. Agatha Tosch, the wife of a saloon 
keeper. Mrs. Tosch was frequently in 
charge of her husband’s saloon, and had 
several conversations with Luetgert regard- 
ing the disappearance of his wife. She 
has been regarded as one of the state’s 
strongest witnesses, being one of the few 
who saw smoke issuing from the factory 
the night Mrs. Lwuetgert disappeared. 
She swore that Luetgert had urged her to 
say nothing about the smoke, as it might 
get him in trouble. Witness detailed that 
Luetgert had related his domestic unhappi- 
ness and had told her of the contempt 
with which he regarded his wife. He had, 
she said, told her his feelings against his 
wife were so bitter that he could crush 
her. Witness also told of how Luetgert 
was on May 24 and on one occasion had 
told her that he felt like killing himself, 
and would do so if it were not for leaving 
his little children. 

Before the taking of testimony began to- 
day attorneys for the defense asked the 
court to compel the state to set forth by 
what means, according to the theory of the 
prosecution, the life of Mrs. Luetgert was 
taken before her body was placed in the 
vat. The indictment contained twelve 
counts, but did not state the manner of 
Mrs. Luetgert’s death. The court decided 
that the state was not bound to specify the 
means of death.

She Built a High Fence To Cut Of a 
Neighbor's View. 


NEIGHBOR CUT HER TREE 


Then Later Her Pretty Lattice Fence 
Was Razed to the Ground. 


BUT SHE THEN BUILT A STRONGER ONE 


Now She Is Temporarily Victorious 
and No One Can Tell What the 
Next Move Will Be. 


She is an old lady and is a widow. but 
she has- not forgotten the principles of 
“getting even,’’ nor has she forgotten that 
revenge is sweet. Her name is Mrs. Ss: M. 
Stellars. and she resides on the corner of 
Church and Spring streegs, with her maiden 
sister. 

Next door—or to be more exact, at #0 
Spring street—lives J. R. Drake and his 
family, and they, too, are well posted in 
the art of evening up matters with their 
neighbors. There has been a strange war 
going on between these two families for the 
past few days, and it is no nearer settle- 
ment now than when it first commenced. 

It has been a war of give and take—but 
principally give—on both sides. The mem- 
bers of both families are mad as hornets, 
and it may be that the courts will be re- 
sorted to ‘before they agree to live in a 
neighborly manner beside each other. 

Mrs. Stellars rents her place from Mr. 
R. J. Griffin, a gentleman well known In 
the city, while Drake owns his home, and 
has been living in it for some time. The 
cause of the-disturbance is a tree which 
formerly stood in the Stellars yard, but 
which was leveled to the ground about one 
week ago by some member of the Drake 
househoid, whose identity is being Kept a 
profound secret. 

Now Drake has been in the habit of sit- 
ting on his front veranda with his family, 
where they discussed various topics and 
had the satisfaction of gazing up Churca 
street as far as they desired. This was a 
pleasant pastime and many happy hours 
have been spent in this way by the 
Drakes. 

But nature interfered. When spring ar- 
rived a hitherto unnoticed tree began t0 
put forth its foliage, and it was not many 
weeks before the Drakes found that their 
vie wof the upper portion of Church street 
Was obstructed by the growth. Of course 
this did not interfere with their family 
gatherings on the porch, but it was a set- 
back to their spirits and troubled them not 
a little. 

lt was about this time that Mrs. Stellars 
moved initio the house next door, and fora 
time the two families were, on good terms. 
Drake stood the tree as long as he could, 
and then applied to Mr. Griffin for per- 
mnission to cut it down. That gentleman, 
it is said, answered that he had no particu- 
lar objections, and accordingly one nignt 
about a week ago the tree was cut down. 
It appears that Mrs. Stellars knew nothing 
of the matter vs til next morning, when she 
grew indignant at the sight of her favorite 
tree lying prone in her front yard. 

She immediately charged the Drakes with 
the offense, and they admitted that the sin 
was theirs. Then the trouble commenced, 
and it is being watched with interest by the 
entire neighborhood. The Drakes charge 
that Mrs. Stellars reached through the 
fence and cut’ down several rose bushes, 
and Mrs. Stellars claims that she was the 
recipient of a similar compliment at the 
hands of her next-door neighbors. 

This, she says, accounts for the fact 
that she built a fence of laths, which 
rested in her yard. This fence, it seems, 
was about ten feet high, and caused much 
sorrow in the Drake family, for it obstruct- 
ed their view even more than did the tree. 
Accordingly Saturday night this fence ‘dis- 
appeared. The Drakes de not admit that 
they are responsible for the disappearance, 
but acknowledge that they are glad it Is 
Fone.

nails. This structure stands in front of 
the houses and separates the two yards. 
Practically all that can be seen by the 
Drakes are the belgium blocks in front of 
their domicile, but they have not lost heart. 

A member of that family said that the 
fence erected yesterday was sure to dis- 
appear as mysteriously as did the first, 
but he said it was impossible to determine 
who would do the deed, or when it would 
be done. This is the way the matter stands 
at present. 

Both of the families belong to the First 
Baptist church, and Sunday night, accord- 
ing to iMrs. Stellars, one of the Drakes 
stood in the shadows and flung the follow- 
ing remark at her: “Say, sister, you belong 
to the First Baptist, don’t .you?” Upon 
being informed that she Joes, the unknown 
Voice continued: ‘“‘Well. we won't do a 
thing to you. You will be brought up be- 
fore the board of deacons, so just get 
ready.’”’ 

The firemen who are stationed just across 
the street from Mrs. Stellars are watching 
the war between the two families with a 
great deal of interest. Mrs. Stellars will 
Aoubtiess watch this second fenee, and it 
will be an enterprising person who succeeds 
in destroying it.

Evans has been using Tillman’s indorse- 
ment of a year ago for all it could be used, 
and had tried hard to create the impression 
that now, as then, he was Tillman’s chosen 
one. But it did not work. The suspicion 
did gain ground that Tillman was quietly 
aiding Evans, despite his declarations of 
friendship for McLaurin and his announced 
determination to keep hands off. But the 
returns from the strong reform counties, 
those in which Tillman could wield an in- 
fluence if in any, indicate that there were 
no good grounds for that suspicion. 

As for Tillman himself, he left the state 
to avoid voting and mixing up in the fight. 
He had some convenient lecture engage- 
ments elsewhere. There is every reason to 
believe that he played straight all the way 
through and did not attempt to influence 
the result. 

In the cities the vote was particularly 
light. Charleston, which gave Earle a ma- 
jority over Evans of 2,100, places McLau- 
rin’s majority at less than 1,100. Here in 
Columbia there was similar apathy. Many 
of the old time conservatives can still see 
no good in any man who has the support 
of the reformers. 

But for the most part, the candidacy of 
McLaurin has swept away the faction bar- 
riers. 

Returns Were Very Slow. 

Under the laws governing the primaries, 
the polls open at 8 o’clock and close at 
4p. m. Even with that early hour of clos- 
ing, the returns have been exceedingly slow 
in coming in. 

In the larger counties, many of the pre- 
cincts are far from the telegraph office 
and there is in this state no great newspa- 
per power like that of The Constitution in 
Georgia to hurry them In. 

The early reports showed up surprisingly 
strong for McLaurin and there was great 
joy about the offices of the state, where the 
bulletins were posted and at the city en- 
gineer’s office, where the ‘McLaurin com- 
mittee had its temporary headquarters. At 
the Hotel Jerome, the friends of Governor 
Evans had headquarters with Major Evans 
and the youthful Adjutant Watts in charge. 

As the early returns came in they en- 
deavored to puncture the enthusiasm of the 
McLaurin shouters by declaring that it 
would all be different just as soon as the 
country precincts were heard from, but as 
the dispatches told of McLaurin victories in 
country precincts which have heretofore 
gone for Evans tin all his fights and these 
precincts in the strongest reform counties 
in different sections of the state, the friends 
of ex-Governor Evans gave it up in dis- 
gust. 

At midnight the Indications point to a 
clear McLaurin majority of between 12,000 
and 15,000. 

All the precincts have not been heard 
from, nor will they be tonight, but there 
are enough from the forty counties to 
show that Irby has probably carried two 
counties and Evans not over five. 

In the second primary of last year Evans 
divided the counties equally with Judge 
Earle. 

This year McLaurin has carried some of 
the counties which have been regarded 
as Evans strongholds ever since he en- 
tered public life. Evans has shown weak- 
ness all along the line.

Irby called Neal, who _ pos- 
sesses a comfortable paunch and a rubi- 
cund countenance, ‘‘the Aurora Borealis” 
of the campaign, and the colonel has cer- 
tainly been beaming since the returns 
began coming in today. He has for sev- 
eral days stuck to a ten-thousand majority 
for McLaurin, hence tonight every beam 

f the Aurora says, “I told you so.’ 

“Of course we are all- happy, though I 
have never doubted the result since I have 
been in touch with the campaign,” said 
Colonel Neal at midnight. ‘‘McLaurin has 
won because he was the ablest and 
the most deserving of the candidates. The 
fight made on him has been one of misrep- 
resentation throughout and the cheapest 
of. political tactics have been resorted to 
by his enemies, but you will find that 
with regard to men as well as political 
issues, the great common sense of the 
people asserts itself when the occasion 
arises. Cheap men may once in 4 while 
fool the people, but they can’t do it al- 
ways, and this :s one of the cases where 
they failed. 

“The election makes McLaurin a power 
in the politics of South Carolina. Ic has 
made him many stanch supporters in 
parts of the state where politically he has 
heretofore been an unknown quantity. He 
has the ability to sustain himself and 
there is no question of his future strength 
and power in the state.” 

Colonel Neal has, I am told, an eye to 
the future. He wants to be governor.

Return of the French President to 
Paris Yesterday. 


HIS PEOPLE WELCOME HIM 


Route from Railroad Station to Palace 
Lined with Spectators. 


SUDDENLY THERE I$ A LOUB EXPLOSION 


Police Rush to the Scene and Find. 


Frightened People and Frag- 
ments of a Bomb. 


Paris, August 3#—President Faure ar- 
rived at the Northern railroa ation 
from Dunkirk at 6 o’clock this evening. 

He was received there by the president 
of the chamber of deputies, M. ‘Prisson; 
the president of the senate. M. Loubet; 
the general-in-command of the Paris gar- 
rison and his staff and municipal council- 
lors. 

A committee of the chamber of commerce 
and industry of Paris presented the follow- 
ing address to President Faure on his ar- 
rivi il: 

“All Frenchmen feel the same patriotis 
joy at the homage rendered in Russia, 
and at the solemn consecration of the alii- 
ance made for the maintainance of peace, 
The chamber 
deeply grateful for this, 
peciaily beccuse all our feliow citizens 
will partake in the prosperity which we 
are entitled to anticipate from it. 

**Peace is our dearest wish, and in accome- 
plshing tnis beneficial work, you will fe 
ceive your just reward.” 

After listening to short speeches cf wel- 
come, the president entered a landau and 
proceeded to Elysee palace by way of 
Rue Lafayette, the Opera, the Madeline 
and the Place de la Concorde.’ Enormous 
crowds of lined the route and the 
president was formally acclaimed.

HAVE BEEN AT WACO IN CAMP 


Three Hundred Sturdy Soldiers Spent 
the Month of August There Ex- 
periencing Soldier Life. 


The First battalion of the Fifth infantry 

regiment, United States army, arrived at 
Wort McPherson from Waco at 10 o’clock 
vesterday morning under command of 
Captain Forbes. 

The soldiers left Waco on Saturday mern- 
ing and four days were consumed in the 
march between the two places. The dis- 
tance is considerable and the march was 
a rapid one. The hot sun made them feel

felt it had the weather been cooler. 

They have been camping in' Waco for a 
month and the trip is conskiered a very 
profitable one both by the men and the 
officers. The magnificent rifle range is lo- 
cated here and the regular custom of 
the Fort McPherson officers is to take the 
soldiers here each year. 

They have been practiced in shooting, 
company skirmishing and sharp shooting 
and many good records have been made. 
The range is one of the finest in the 
country and Uncle Sam has arranged and 
equipped it in the best possible manner. 
The distances can be got to any extent 
and the farthest range can be had at 
the targets without any crowding. 

The camp of the First battalion was lo- 
cated on the range and the-natural beauty 
with the addition of camping soldiers was 
very striking. The men received practice 
and instruction in all the maneuvers of 
war and were given the actual experience 
as near as it could be had. 

The signal corps and hospital corps were 
practiced and the drills were carried on 
the same as they are at the fort. 

The men were required to prepare their 
OWN rations and were supplied with food 
as in war times,

Florida’s Prosperity Rests Upon Some- 
thing More Solid Than Her Win- 
ter Tourist Patronage.

Atlanta is the Mecea for Florida people, 
nowadays. : e: 
The citizens of the “Land of Flowers 
are thrifty folk, «md notwithstanding the 
many misfortunes which have befallen the 
state in recent years, these good people 


, 
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have survived it well; and through their 
energy and enterprise are getting squarely 
upon their feet again. Most of the people 
of Florida live comfortably and wel! at 
home, and nearly all of them afford a trip 
off to the mountains, or somewhere else 
during the heated term. Passing through 
to the delightful resorts in the Blue Ridge 
and the Smoky’s, it is almost a universal 
custom for these pleasure seekers from 
our sister state on the south to stop in 
Atlanta, and many of them remain here 
in preference to the rural resorts. 

Judge William A. Hocker is one of those 
Floridians who prefers Atlanta to other 
resorts, and for a long time has made 
it a custom to take his recreation in At- 
lanta. He is in Atlanta now. 


A Constitution reporter, in a conversation 


with the judge yesterday morning, en- 
deavored to get an expression from him 
upon the political topics of the day, as 
affecting the people of his state; but he 
said that inasmuch as he was at present 
occupying a judicial position in his state, 
he hardly felt disposed to discuss local 
issues, although he did not mind saying 
that he believed Florida was more d«mo- 
cratic today than ever before in its his- 
tory. ‘“‘My people,” said the judge, “as a 
rule, adhere strongly to all those true and 
genuine. principles of the democratic party 
which have made it so staunch in the past, 
and a continuation of which, I believe, 
will lead to the perfect success of the party 
in this country. The democratic party of 
Florida is today a stronger adherent to 
the principles enunciated by the Chicago 
platform than it was on the day of its 
adoption. We all welcome prosperity: but 
this prosperity would have been surely as 
great, if mot greater, under a democratie 
administration or any other settled state of 
political affairs with the markets of the 
world in condition. 

“While the freeze and other misfortunes 
which have befallen our state has entailed 
the severest losses upon individuals, yet, 
to a great extent, I believe it has been a 
blessing in disguise. Florida is a small 
state,fin point of population, and its losses 
of many, many millions ot dollars comes 
hard upon its people; yet, they have sur- 


vived it all and without assistance, and 
there are few people in the state today 
actually in want. With the early return 


of the orange crop, with the increased ag- 
ricultural interests of the past two years, 
with the mining and tobacco industries, 
as well as many others which |] might men- 
tion, there seems a bright future for Filor- 
ida; and I believe the state is destined 
to the achievement of great things in the 
future.’’

At the first opportunity Lanier 
he was fired at three times and- pursued 
by Perry. Lanier took refuge in the house of a man about a quarter of a mile 
from where he jumped off the train. He was chased to this house by Perry. Here 
Perry insisted upon having Lanier arrested. He was placed under arrest by citizens 
and disermedge When Perry insisted that Lanier be arrested and that he (Perry) be 
not tied, he said at that time that he would not do Lanier any harm. 

“When Perry was searched for weapons and two pistols taken from him, he 
kept one pistol in his pocket as subsequent developments showed, although he had 
assured the citizens who had arrested them that he would not harm Lanier. 

“They were taken in a wagon and carried several miles to Decatur, the county 
site of the county of DeKalb. While Lanier was in the courthouse, disarmed and 
under arrest, he was fired upon from the rear by Perry, who used a pistol which 
he had secretly kept in his custody at the time the other two pistols were taken 
from him and at the time he had to prevent being tied by giving assurances that 
he would not hurt Lanier. At the first shot Lanier fell to the floor and Perry

When 
I saw in The Constitution that Mr. Hall 
had called a speciai meeting of his com- 
mittee, I wrote him to this effect and said 
that I thought it would be best for all 
the interests involved if the two houses 
werked together. s 

“IT feel sure that Mr. Hall agrees with 
me in this, and I think that much good 
will result from our joint assembly. I do 
not, however, agree with Mr. Hall as to 
what the legisi:ture should do, for Il am 
opposed to entrusting this emtire matter to 
a commission of dhree, to be appointed by 
the governor. i ae would be legislating 
legislation to outside parties and would be 
delegating the powers of the legislature 
to persons whom at this time we do not 
even know. It would set a bad precedent, 
and |] feel certain that a majority of the 
members of the lcgislature will agree with 
me in saying that it is our ,duty to settle 
this ourselves and not delegate the duty to 
any commission hereafter to be appointed. 

The Legislature’s Duty. 

“T believe that a penitentiary commis- 
sion should be created by this legislature 
to look after all our convicts, both felony 
and misdemeanor, but I think that the 
duties of this commission should simply be 
the carrying out of some plan to be adopt- 
ed by the legislature. The commission 
should be executive, and not creative. It 
should be empowered to take ihe ‘aw 
which the legislature creates and carry it 
into effect. It should be a permanent arg 
well paid body of men who are willing to 
give all their time and their vest efforts 
to the welfare of our future convict s}s- 
tem. But it should not be entrusted with 
the responsibility of creating that system. 

There are many good and substantial 
reasons for this. In the first place, it is 
the legislature’s business to take hold of 
this important matter and settle it for 
themselves. That is what they are paid 
for. Two hundred minds are better than 
three, and in the multiplicity of ideas which 
are certain to spring up in legislative de- 
bate many invaluable suggestions will be 
found. More tham that, actiop by the 
legislature guarantees promptness, and 
promptness at this time is a very impor- 
tant factor. If we were simply to turn 
over an appropriation of $.00,000 to three 
commissioners with instructions to do what 
they pleased with it, there is no telling 
how or when or where they will reach 
practical conclusions.

Louman, Under Arrest Here, Believed To 
Be Miss Heathcock’s Assailant. 


HE LAUGHS AT THE CHARGE 


Sheriff, Bryan Comes for Him and Will 
Take Him Back Today. 


THE MOB MAY WAIT ON IDENTIFICATION 


If Miss Heathcock Should Identify 
| Him Trouble Is Feared—Says 
He Wants To Die. 


Sheriff J. C. Bryan, of Catoosa county, 
‘arrived in Atlanta yesterday, and will carry 
‘Arthur Louman back with him this morn- 
ing to face the charge of having assaulted 
‘Miss Edda Heathcock and injuring the 
‘mother of the girl, near Ringgold, Ga., 
August 14th. 

Louman is desperate. He does not care 
whether he is lynched or what is done 
with him. He has been up against the 
world for twenty-five years and says he 
has the worst of it. 

“T wish I had been killed when I was 
caught in the woman’s house on yester- 
day,’’ h® said to a Constitution reporter. ‘I 
tried to make him shoot me, and walked 
‘right into him while he had the gun cocked, 
but he didn’t shoot, I am sorry to say.’ 

The charge on which Louman is being 
carried back to Ringgold for is a most 
‘heinous one. Miss Edda Heathcock was 
‘caught in the orchard, where she had been 
‘gathering fruit, and assaulted. The fiend 
‘went into the house, where he got a gun. 
He started out, and had reached the gate 
‘when Mrs. Heathcock came down stairs. 
|She saw the man standing at the gate with 
‘the gun in his hands. He yelled for her to 
‘come to him, but she turned ‘and fled 
through the rear of the house, running 
through a fence and receiving injuries 
which may yet be the cause of her death. 
Her condition is now critical. 

The assault occurred August 14th and 
since that time every police barracks in the 
country has beer notified and a good de- 
iscription of the man given.

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do in connection with his official duties, 
and I feel that by far the safest course to 
pursue is to let the legislature take up all 
the plans that our two committees may 
suggest, or that may be suggested inde- 
pendently of our committees, and select 
that one which in their wisdom they deem 
best for the state. 

“IT am unaltérably opposed to the state’s 
supporting all its convicts without receiv- 
ing any immediate money return. To take 
all that are now leased to private con- 
tractors and employ them on the public 
roads would mean a cost of $1,000,000 to the 
state during the first year, and of nearly 
half a million dollars during every year 
thereafter. I believe the convicts should be 
made to support themselves, and I am 
ccrtain that this can be done without 
bringing them in either direct or indirect 
competition with free labor. I could go into 
this matter much more fully if it was nec- 
essary, but I think the public is fully alive 
to the nécessity of making convicts sup- 
port themselves. 

Convict Fund Proposed. 

“I hope to prepare a bill for submission 
to the joint committee which will cover al! 
the points involved, and if anybody has a 
better bill I will gladly lay mine aside and 
Support his. Whether it be best that the 
convictS be employed in raising cotton on 
Sapelo island, or quarrying granite, or de- 
veloping the gold mines of north Georgia, 
is a question yet to be solved, but, in any 
event, it is the legislature that must solve 
it. Our convicts must be self-supporting, 
and if a profit should accrue from their ta- 
bors I believe that it should be turned into 
@& separate convict fund for the purpose 
of reformatory work. If all the money 
that has been received from the hire of 
convicts during the past eighteen years 
had been set aside in such a fund the ques- 
tion now before us would be much less se- 
rious than it is. The money has been swal- 
lowed up in the finances of the state, and 
we have nothing definite and tangible to 
show for it. 

“Regarding the misdemeanor convicts I 
agree perfectly with Mr. Hall and Gov- 
ernor Atkinson and Judge Turner that 
they should be placed under the direct su- 
pervision and inss®ction of the proposed 
penitentiary commission. The Constitution 
is exactly right about that. Your paper has 
done no end of valuable work for Georgia 
in the past, but it never did anything more 
valuable than when it joined Governor At- 
kinson in- this crusade against the hor- 
rors and brutalities and illegality of pri- 
vate misdemeanor convict camps. They 
are a disgrace to civilization and a blot 
on our state which must be wiped out.” 

“Do you think it is necessary to wait un- 
til the legislature meets to correct the mis- 
demeanor camp evils?’ was asked.

“As a matter of fact, nearly all the mis- 
demeanor convicts so confined could secure 
thetr freedom tomorrow if they could get 
their cases before the courts. Most of them 
were given alternative sentences of fines or 
imprisonment, and in all such cases the 
money received by the county otiicials from 
the private contractors has more than paid 
their fines, and they should be promptly 
turned loose. This is a lawless condition of 
affairs which the governor would be bound 
to stop under any circumstances, but now 
that it has been officially called to his at- 
tention by Colonel Byrd's report, his duty 
is doubly clear. 

“About the worst feature of the misde- 
meanor convict system in counties which 
sell their prisoners to private contractors, 
is that the prisoner so sold loses all iden- 
tity the moment the private contractor gets 
hold of him. No record is kept of him. The 
contractor may work him for three months, 
and then sell him to another contractor 
who will take him to a distant portion of 
the state. He miay be worked for vears and 
years, and the courity which sentenced him 
would never know it. It is a system of 
slavery which should never have been tol- 
erated as long as it has been.” 

Further Investigation. 

Senator Cook said that. in justice to all | 
concerned, an investigation should be be- 
gun at once to show what county officials 
are breaking the law and what are not. 
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Hal Lewis happened to be standing by 
when the senator spoke, and Mr. Lew:s 
added: 

“That is exactly right. There are a great 
many county court officers in the state who 
would not accept money from such a source 
and in the wholesale abuse of the system 
which the press and public are now giv- 
ing vent to, the good are getting hit as 
well as the bad. I think the judges will take 
the matter up, because The Constitution 
has shown clearly that many court officers 
are in open ‘contempt in disobeying, the or- 
ders of the court, ‘and in this way. ,the 
wheat will be separated from the tares.”’ 

Solicitor General Kimsey, of DeKalb, who 
had come to the capitol on other business, 
but was an interested listener, said: 

“I know something about that, for I am 
cne of the court officers who obey the 
law. I could sell my misdemeanor convicts 
to private contractors and pocket the fees 
as a part of my insolvent cost if I wanted 
to, but I don’t do it. All my misdemeanor 
convicts are put to work on the pubiic 
roads. I don’t want to handle any money 
of that sort myself, and I don’t want my 
children to inherit it. I am glad the govern- 
or is going to break the evil business up, 
and he cannot do it too quickly for the 
good of the state.’’ 

Owing to the fact that almost his entire 
time was taken up yesterday with the con- 
sideration of the Perry case, Governor At- 
kinson took no action in the convict mat- 
ter.

The fifteen pressmen and helpers that 
went on a strike in: the Franklin Printing 
Company are still out, and the prospects 
are not at all encouraging for a settlement. 
The strikers say they will not go back to 
work at the reduction made, and Mr. Har- 


rison refuses to arbitrate. 

A committee waited on Mr. Harrison, the 
manager, Monday, but he refused to 
them and sent word that if they wanted to 
£0 to work they could do so; if not, th y 
could stay out, but not to loaf around the 
building. 

It is said by the strikers that there nre 
a number of men in Atlanta who could 
take their places, but-will not do so. The 
Franklin company say they have all the 
workmen they want, and do not need the 
assistance of any others. 

The workmen cry starvation wages, and 
say they cannot live on the reduction made. 
They have issue@ the following statement 
in their own behalf: 

‘There are ten pressmen and five feeders 
and helpers who refuse to go to work for 
the reduction in wages. Instead of the 
workmen making $60 and over in the press- 
room, as has been previously stated, they 
receive from $6.50 to $10 per week, working 
ten hours a day. 

‘*‘The pressmen will not return to work in 
a few days, as is expected. They are well 
organized, and have the entire support of 
the international union, one of the strongest 
organizations in the country. There are 
men out on account of this cut who have 
been working in the Franklin pressroom 
for ten or twelve years, and the wages 
paid before the cut were lower than those 
paid anywhere else. 

“Tf others can pay more, we think the 
Franklin is well able to do the same. We 
want living wages.” 

The pressmen and their supporters are 
determined, and it is said that only owing 
to their small numbers they are not able 
to carry their point.

Railroad Commission Considers Many 
Important Questions. 
TAKES UNIQUE SCHEDULE 


Act of the Commissioners Affected a 
Rare Question Yesterday. 


NO DISCRIMINATION ALLOWED FOR DAWSON 


Congressman Griggs Presented Case 
and Court Gave Him To Under- 
stand It Was Favorable. 


Previous to the hearing of the appeal 


from the people of Dawson on the question 
of rates a unique ruling was made by the 
railroad commission yesterday morning. 

The Central road will be ordered to con- 
tinue its schedules between Milledgeville, 
Eatonton, Covington and Atlanta. This is 
a matter which affects schedules and rath- 
er a rare subject for the commission to 
take up. The appeal was made by the peo- 
ple of Eatonton, who claim that they have 
been discriminated against since the sale of 
the Middle Georgia and Atlantic road to the 
Central. ‘ 

At the time this deal was made a daily 
train was put on from Milledgeville and 
Katonton by way of Covington, connecting 
there with the Georgia and making the 
Shortest and quickest trip to Atlanta. Af- 
ter the Central got eontrol passenger trains 
between Eatonton and Covington discon- 
tinued. As it is now, passengers leaving 
Eatonton for Atlanta are forced to make 
the trip by way of Macon. The old sched- 
ules have been canceled and it is this 
which caused the people of Eatonton to 
make their kick. The hearing before the 
commission yesterday morning was brief, 
ag the question was already familiar to all 
the members. The order was passed in- 
structing the Central to put on the old 
schedules again. It was a unique ruling, 
and the people of Eatonton will rejoice at 
the result. 


No Discrimination for Dawson. 

When the question of the Dawson rates 
came up there was a large crowd in the 
rooms of the commission, who wished to 
hear the plaint of the thriving city of the 
wiregrass, 

Congressman Jim Griggs, J. W. F. Lowry, 
W. H. Davis and W. A. McClain appeared 
before the commission from Dawson. No 
evidence was taken, but the full case was 
outlined by Judge Griggs, who showed 
where the discrimination came in and how 
Dawson for some years had been the loser. 
It was shown that Americus, Albany and 
other towns had rates much lower in com- 
parison with the distances. 

A proposition was made before the com- 
mission to increase the rate to Albany, 
but Judge Griggs stated that he was fight- 
ing only for his town and did not care to 
fight against any. The order was passed, 
however, instructing the roads to revise 
their schedule of rates. This will have the 
effect of increasing the rates to Albany. 

Dawson will come out ahead. 

Excursions for Merchants. 

The series of excursions of southern lines 
to the east for the benefit of the merchants 
who are laying in their fall stocks has been 
unusually large this season. 

The Southern road will make special 
rates for the next three days by way of 
Norfolk and Washington. 

Heavy traffic is expected and an unprece- 
dented rush to New York by the merchants 
is promised.

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FIXTAX RATE TODAY 


Commissioners Meet at 10 O'Clock for 
That Purpose. , 


THENE WILL BE NO RAISE 


Board Will’ Be Unanimous in Vote on 
the Question. 


AND THE SESSION MAY BE A BRIEF ONE 


Rate That Is To Be Agreed Upon Will 
Doubtless Be $5.94 on Each 
. $1,000. 


The county commissioners will name the 
tax rate this morning when they meet in 
regular session at 10 o'clock. 

The session of today promises to be by 
far one of the most interesting of the year 
and it is quite probable that there will be 
a number of the largest taxpayers of the 
county among the audience’ that will 
gather to hear the discussion about the 
rate. 

Simultaneous with the naming of 
rate there will be made the annual ap- 
portionments and provisions for all ex- 
penses of the county. In addition to these 
usual expenses there will be the $100,000 
to be provided for as the courthouse build- 
ing fund. This will take the place of the 
jail expense of last year. 

The assurance of Chairman Forrest 
Adair that there will be no increase in the 
county tax rate over last year has given 
general satisfaction. This announcement 
has been all the more satisfactory in view 
of the fact that the state has made quite 
a perceptible raise for 1897 over the rate 
vf last year. 

Today’s session will be harmonious and 
will hardly be interrupted by any lengthy 
discussion. The commissioners to a man 
are in favor of a low rate. Each one has 
announced this and all are on record. They 
have quietly discussed the situation. They 
have taken into consideration the falling 
off of property valuation and the alleged 
depreciation in values and they have 
figured up the expenses of the county, In- 
cluding the courthouse deal. After going 
carefully over the books they have reach- 
ed the conclusion that no increase will be 
necessary and the rate will doubtless be 
announced the same as in 1896—$5.94 on the 
$1,000. 

Commissioner Palmer has time and 
again placed himself upon record as being 
a champion of low tax rates. ~ 

Commissioner Rosser, always conserva- 
tive in business matters, advocates a low 
rate as possible in view of the contem- 
plated improvements. He will vote for the 
courthouse deal and a rate ‘that will be no 
higher than last year. 

Commissioner Spalding favors a low 
rate. He says the commissioners are not 
responsible for the raise in the state rate; 
but in view of this rate he will urge that 
the county hold down its rate to the 
figures of 1896. 

Commissioner Brown is emphatically tn 
favor of the low rate and wilt vote today 
tat no increase be made. 

The Constitution printed exclusively 
Tuesday morning the positive official state- 
ment of Chairman Adair that no increase 
in thes rate would be made provided the 
deal between the county and city stands. 

Although the question to be disposed of 
today will be one in which everybody is 
vitally interested, the session will no doubt 
be quite. brief and .there will be no long 


discussions. : 
The indications Hre that the rate will be
